Analyzes Righeimer Pledge. 

“What County Judge Righeimer calis 
his. ‘pledge to the peoplie,’” said Chair- 
‘man O’Brien, “has done as much as 
anything to disclose the truth ofthe 
situation. It was a bunk pledge, a 
negative thing that doesn’t count for 
anything and doesn’t bind Righeimer 
to a single agreement for the benefit 
of the people. 

“If he wanted to promise something 
positive why didn’t he follow the pace 
he set two years ago when he was a 
candidate. At that time he stood on 
the stage of a loop theater and said 
that if ‘your mayor’ had policies to 
put up to the voters he certainly would 
get a full and fair count.

There are two 
doors to the parlor, and Mr. Christler 
stepped through one of them, closing 
the door behind him.

Task Nearly Done © | 


The city zoning commission has 
practically completed its task of divid- 
ing Chicago into residential, manu- 


facturing and commercial zones and 
public hearings on its work will be 
begun Dec. 1, preparatory to sending 
the zoning ordinance to the city coun- 
cil, Building Commissioner Bostrom 
announced yesterday. 

The detailed plan of zones, which 
cost approximately $60,000 to work 
out, ie designed to safeguard property 
values of all kinds—to prevent en- 
croachment on residential districts by 
factories, to prevent the crection of a 
store next door to a fine one-family 
residence or a costly apartment build- 
ing; to maintain building lines and, in 
brief, to insure’ an orderly develop- 
ment of the city. 

Mr. Bostrom made public yesterday 
the first sectional map setting forth 
the neW zones. It shows the property 
allotted to residential, commercial and 
manufacturing purposes in the district 
bounded by Yates avenue, Cottage 
Grove avenue, 63d and 87th streets. 

The property shown in white is al- 
lotted to residences and apartments; 
that which is shaded composes the 
commercial zones, and the heavily 
cross hatched zones are given over 
to factories of the present and future. 
The latter follow the railroads. The 
commercial! zones border the street car 
tracks and the south shore branch of 
the Jllinois Central railroad, which 
runs along 7ist street. 

The large shaped cross hatched area 
at the upper center of the map is the 
Grand Crossing district, in the center 
of which the Illinois Central and New 
York Central railroads cross. The 


manufacturing districts follow these 


railroads closely until they reach the 
big manufacturing centers to the 
south, where théy broaden eut. From 
Tist to 87th streets the entire section 
between South Chicago and Anthony 
avenues is given over to factories along 
the New York Central right of way.

LLOYD GEORGE 
RAPS BONAR LAW, 
BUT ONLY GENTLY

| LONDON, Oct. 28.—Former Prime 
Minister Lloyd George scored another 
triumph this afternoon at Glasgow, 
where he addressed an enthusiastic 
crowd of more than 5,000. The speech 
had been announced as Mr. Lioyd 
| George's answer to Prime Minister 
| Andrew Bonar Law’s speech to his 
‘constituents in Glasgow, but Mr. 
| Lloyd Gearge said nothing in answer. 


He declared he still waited for Mr. 
Bonar Law’s explanation of his action 
in breaking out of the coalition. 

As was expected, he seized “Mr. 
Bonar Law’s confession that he did 
not know where he was, saying, 


“Strange things are done by people 
who do not know where they are.” 

The greater part of Mr. Lioyd 
George's speech was devoted to show- 
ing up the negative quality of Mr. 
Bonar Law's program, which he called 
a program of “ folded arms and drowsy 
eyes,” and he made a play with the 
two suggested economies, the trans- 
fer of the cabinet secretariat to the 
foreign office and the abolition of min- 
istry pensions. 


Cites Peril of Socialism. 

“Two great Conservative ministers 
were driven out in order to lead Sir 
Maurice Hankey, cabinet secretary, in 
the van and move him. across the 
street,” he said.

May Be Another Mayor. 


In making up their estimates, the 
department heads apparently did not 
have in mind the possibility that their 
mayor may not have a city hall office 
after next April. They asked the 
council for the money, and will fight 
at next spring’s mayoralty election for 
a chance to spend it. 

There were reports while the esti- 
mates were being formulated that for 
the first time in nearly eight years the 
requests would show a reduction and 
that this would be used in the mayor- 
alty campaign to show that machine 
leaders had changed from spendthrifts 
set with five diamonds valued at $4,500, 
to economizers. The figures, it was 
rumored, were to be in the nature of 
a death bed repentance. These rumors 
proved false. The spenders, it was 
said, apparently do not think it neces- 
sary to economize to win next spring. 

Only Part of Estimates In. 

About two-thirds of the estimates are 
in the hands of the city controller. 
‘Department heads ask for the right to 
spend $37,965,212. This year the same 


they want to spend $10,194,144 more 
next year than they got their hands 
on this year. 

That would be an increase of ap- 
proximately 36 per cent, and, figuring 
estimates of department heads who 
have not turned them in on the same 
basis, the total demand will be about 


this year. 


Only Three Ask Reduction. 


Of the thirty requests on file, only 
three suggest a reduction. One of 
these is the council finance committee, 
which is not responsible to the mayor. 
The second is the city civil service 


of $7,020, and the third is the depart- 
ment of supplies, which can get along 
with $510 less next year than this, 
City Purchasing Agent James Rea es- 
timates. 

Corporation Counsel Ettelson wants 
to spend $702,700 for lawyers next 
year, as compared to $521,720 this 
year, an increase of $180,980. The 
city law department is considered the 
best patch of patronage in the city 
hall. Another job center, the street 
bureau, wants $8,709,970 next year, 
as compared to $6,109,897 this year. 

Chief Fitzmorris asks for $1,135,975 
more than this year, but the increase 
is accounted for by the addition of 
1,000 policemen to’ the force, They 
were appropriated for on a five month 
basis this year.

AND TRADE, WOOD 
TELLS FILIPINOS 


Says Government Efforts 


Are Unsuccessful. 


MANILA, P. I., Oct. 28.—[By the 


_ Associated Press.J--Gov. Gen. Leon- 
‘ard Wood, 


in a message to the Phil- 
ippine legislature yesterday, urged the 
Strictest governmental economy and 
absclute retirement of the govern- 
ment from business. He declared that 
legitimate investments were safer in 


the Philippines than in many older 
countries. 


His recommendations included: 
granting of woman. suffrage, amend- 


ment of the land laws to give the 
tenant more equitable treatment, and 
enactment of legislation to prevent 
imprisonment for debt. 


“Keep Out of Business.” 


Gov. Wood's message, in part, said: 

“If experience in the world war dem- 
onstrated any one thing more clearly 
than another it was that a government 
cannot successfully conduct business. 
The experience of the insular govern- 
ment confirmed this. Its efforts to 
engage in business, although entered 
into with a view of benefiting the peo- 
ple and aiding development, resulted 
in the loss of many milliéns of pesos. 

“It is*my desire to coéperate with 
you t@the best of my ability in ob- 
taining substantial benefits for the peo- 
ple of the Philippines. While we may 
have honest differences of opinion, I am 
confident that ihasmuch as we each 
have a common purpose, we SBhall be 
able to harmonizg our views and com- 
bine our efforts for the people’s good. 


Should Encourage Capital. 


“Tf our commerce is to be built up 
and our development accelerated, the 
general policy of the government 
should be to encourage foreign end 
domestic capital in all legitimate busi- 
ness. As our own capital is limited 
and the demands upon it heavy, we 
should do what we can, properly, with 
due regard to the interests of the 
people, to make investments of foreign 
capital attractive.”

In the light of 
the grand jury investigation which is 
still going on and which has returned 
many indictments hitting at the worst 
gort of corruption ir the school board 
management, it is easy now to see why 
the school board ring was so eager 
during the last session to obtain a 
change in the law which would have 
permitted the disposal at private sale 
behind closed doors of enormously val- 
uable school property. 

“It is gratifying that the member 
of the house who introduced the school 
lands sale bill was defeated at the 
April primary and that the man who 
lobbied for it most offensively is now 
under indictment.”

A letter written on May 14, 1917, by 
Josephus Daniels, as secretary of the 
navy, which was made public yester- 
day by F. *W. Fitzpatrick, consulting 
architect, of Chicago, throws new light 
on the Lane-Daniels controversy over 
the ship convoy system, and disproves 
Mr. Daniels’ recent claim that he was 
in favor of the convoy in March, 1917. 

“Far from being a supporter of the 
convoy system at that time,” said Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, who urged this method of 
meeting the German submarines long 
before the navy adopted it, “‘ Mr. Dan- 
iels had to be driven into it by the 
pressure of public gpinion, insurance 
men and New York bankers. \It is 
amusing now to see him in magazine 
articles and addresses unctuously pat 
himself on the back for having con- 
voyed our foods and goods abroad.” 

Letter from Daniels. 

The letter in question was written 
to Frank P. Millburn of Washington, 
a friend who had been asked by Mr. 
Fitzpatrick to urge the convoy upon 
Mr. Daniels. The secretary’s reply is 
as follows: ” 
** May 14, 1917. 

“My dear Mr. Milburn: In answer 
to your letter of the %th instant, en- 
closing one from Mr. Fitzpatrick of 
Omaha, Neb., you have no doubt seen 


tactics and is as old as the navies of 

the world.

“The President replied that he be 
lieved the British admiralty was 
wrong and those American naval 6f- 

rs who agreed with them were also 
ane and that the ‘British ought 
long ago to have convo their ships. 
A few weeks later, I think it was 
the last day of Margh, 1917, when 
giving Admiral Sims instructipns, I 
told him that President W n 
long believed that ‘the allies ought to 
use the convoy. Shortly after his ar- 
rival in London, Admiral Sims pre- 
sented President Wilson's views on the 
convoy to Admiral Jellicoe, and a short 
time thereafter the convoy system was 
put in practice with good results.” 

Thus Mr. Daniels placed himself on 
record as favoring the convoy March 
31, 1917, which the letter quoted above 
disproves. 


Credit Given Sims. 


The senate committee which investi- 
gated the action of Admiral Sims in 
connection with his criticism of Secre- 
tary Daniels reported on July 17, 1921: 

‘“‘We find that to a large degree to 
Rear Admiral Sims belongs the credit 
for bringing about the convoy sys- 
tem which proved such a success in 
protecting our ships from German sub- 
marines, and that the navy depart- 
ment persisted in opposing this sys- 
tem during the first two months of 
the war and did not accede t@ it fully 
until some time in the middle of July, 
1917.” 

Mr. Fitzpatrick said that he pre- 
sented to the navy a®plan to attack 
submarines with chasers and depth 
bombs, but the navy paid no atten- 
tion to!him. He suggested the plan 
to Admiral Jellicoe, who a@ilopted it 
and wrote him that it was a success.

; While the new system has, to @ 
great extent, curbed the sale of tickets 
by professional speculators, it has led 
scoreg of students to turn scalpers. 

On Friday night tickets were being 
offered to the loop agencies in whole- 
sale lots at $16 each. 

“I was approached by one man 
whp offered a batoh of eighty tickets 
at/that price,” said Harry N. Water- 
fall of the Waterfall agency, “and 
another had forty to sell at the same 
figure. We ‘were unable to handle 
them at that price.” 

Only two tickets for the Princeton 
game were purchased and sold by the 
Waterfall agency and both purchasers 
yesterday were turned away from the 
gate. 

‘We did that for a test case,” said 
Mr. Waterfall. “We intend bring 
suit against the university fo? dam- 
ages on Monday.” 

Three test suits already are pending 
in the courts as a result of purchasers 
of Waterfall tickets being refused ad- 
mittance to the Chicago-Purdue game. 

One Student Arrested. 

The onus of preventing scalping 
among the students was placed largely 
upon the shoulders of the federal au- 
thorities by the university authorities, 
but, although the campus was thickly 
populated with revenue agents yester- 
day, only one warrant was obtained 
for the arrest of a student. 

That was made out for “ Jimmy” 
Moran, a senior, who is alleged to have 
sold three tickets for $20 each with- 
out writing his name and amount of 
sale on the back of the tickets as re- 
quired under the internal revenue law. 

Aside from the scalping evil, the 
chief complaint of the public has been 
inability to obtain seats ag in former 
years, delay on the part of the football 
tickets committee in making refunds, 
and the genera! inconvenience of being 
forced to wait until within a day or 
two or a game to find out whether or 
not tickets might be had at all. 


Refund Notices Tardy. 

Checks were cashed by the commit- 
tee in cases in which neither tickets 
nor notices of refunds were sent to the 
applicants. Fans, whose banks report- 
ed the canceled checks returned, nat- 
urally thought tickets would be forth- 
coming. In some cases fans came 
from long distances out of town only 
to find there were no tickets for them. 

Prof. Field was asked if he did not 
consider it unfair to the public for the 
committee to hold hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars for weeks and collect 
the interest on it when either refunds 
or tickets might be sent to the pur- 
chasers immediately. 

“The whole idea of withholding dis- 
tribution until a week before a game 
is to keep the tickets out of the hands 
of scalpers,” he said. “I don’t believe 
the public is worrying about the inter- 
est on anybody's $3. it is our belief 
the average person would rather have 
us hold the money and exhaust every 
possible chance of supplying him with 
a ticket rather than to return the 
money immediately and notify him no 
ticket might be had.

T takes a frontier country to show 

guns. Alaska is just about the 

last American frontier and ‘there 

you will see more guns to the 
Square inch than anywhere else ex- 
cept perhaps northern Illinois on a 
Sunday afternoon during the hunting 
season. However, the guns of a fron- 
tier country are usually rifles while 
those of the more civilized regions are, 
as a rule, scatter guns. 

The Winchester 30.30 is probably the 
most widely used rifle in Alaska today. 
This is especially true among the In- 
dians. You would have a hard time 
finding an Indian who did not own 
a 30.30. As a meat getter it is also 
popular among the trappers and other 
outdoorsmen. In fact, the 2030 its 
considered a part of most men’s out- 
fits just as they think of an ax or a 
bag of salt. This gun is moderate in 
price and ammunition can be bvugnhnt 
anywhere. I never found a trading 
post, however isolated it was, that 
didn’t-have a 30.30 and its ammunition 
for sale.

The Indians apparently never civan 
their guns and it is sometimes nothing 
short of marvelous the way the old 
30.30 continues to shoot considering 
the punishment it gets at the hands 
of the native.

He will 
sneak up to within twenty-five or 
thirty yards on a bunch of sheep.

PRINGFIELD, IIL, October 28.— 
In an at $mpt to correct an im- 
pression which seems prevalent

Immediately after the cracks 
are formed they are filled with tar or 
asphalt which, due to their elastic 
qualities allows movement of the con- 
crete without further cracking and at 
the same time presents a smooth sur- 
face over which the traffic passes. Ex- 
pansion joinis placed at equal inter- 
viels down the pavement used in 
aime states put as no jal advan- 
tuge is derived’ from the use of these 
jsints and as the cost of these joints 
(dd considerable to the cost of a mille 
wef road, L[lfmois prefers to let these 
expansion joints GeVelop as nature 
would have it; These cracks gre abso- 
lutely normal and are not injurious to 
the least extent. Théy might be com- 
pared with the gap left between rail-.

His Glen Ellyn neighbors refer 
to him as the sweet potato king of 
northern Illinois. He has earned this 
reputation, not because of any exten- 
sive operations in the cultivation’ of 
this delectable vogetable; but because 
he has achieved remarkable success in 
growing .sweet potatoes in-a latitude 
where they are consideréd almost whol- 


ly unadapted. : 


Grew Like Topsy. ,

How to Use 
the Patterns 


ONG, slender effects are the thing 

now, and pattern No. 1462 will 

; fill the bill admirably, especially 
; for a slender figure. 


The skirt and waist are cut sepa- 


rately and joined at a low waist line; 


this design is equally suited to either 
one or two materials in the making. 
For an afternoon frock Canton crépe 
in two colors would be pretty, or 
crépe de chine combined with satin. 
Or if one wished to have the dress 
look as if it were cut all in one plece 
one-color could be used and horizon- 
ming bands set on the skirt— 
one covering the joining of 
waist-and skirt and perhaps two or 
thréé others at proper intervals, let- 
ting the lowest one cover the hem of 
the ekirt. Bias bands attached to the 
ekirt with the fagoting stitch would 
be good looking, or the bands could be 
stitched on, and a row of beading cover 
the stitching.

‘his department appears every day 
in The Datly Tribune, 
EXTENDING MEATS. 

HE tomato soups vf autumn, 
whether of green or ripe toma- 
toes, have needed with the to 


matoes only a bit of meat fat. 


and onion [with other additions like 
cooked beans or what you like] to give 
them high acceptability, always presup- 
posing that the cooking is good. With 
poor cooking they are likely to have a 
repulsive appearance even when they 
taste fairly good. 

A little salt pork or bacon when com- 
bined harmoniously with vegetables, 
or with these and small pieces of other 
meats, may be built into something 
hearty and appetizing—always with 
good cooking. The pound of chops, 
which are simply chops and nothing 
more in one cook’s- hands, will yield 
chops, broth, and most likely a third 
dish im the hands of another. The 
chops will be daintier for being 
trimmed and the meat, compacted with 
skewers, can then be more evenly and 
perfectly broiled. The fat can be used 
to flavor a stew. The bones, well sim- 
mered in two or three cups of water, 
will give a liquid for a cup or two 
of broth or a sauce. They will thus 
contribute a meat flavor. Sometimes 
what people who fairly gobble meat 
really want is the flavor, on which 
subject there is much to be said about 


the more refined and wholesome ways 
of gratifying their desires. 


Pointing a Moral. 


Perhaps there is no way in which 
one can better point a moral and adorn 
a tale of cookery than by showing 
what can be done with materials that 
are so easily wasted and so generally 
are. 

It may seem like extreme parsimony 
to some people to try to extend the 
service of a piece of meat to the extent 
described below. On the other hand, 
the cook who can do such a piece of 
extending has learned resourcefulness 
of no despicable sort. Some of the 
most highly superior cooking of the 
world has been done on an inconceiv- 
ably small allowance of meat, and 
some of the most capable devices in 
cookery, as well as the most thrifty, 
have been developed through just such 
necessities, as has also refinement as 
compared with coarse treatment of 
food, and character with distinction. 


An Experienced Piece of Meat. 


In doing the experiment recorded be- 
low it was a three pound piece of lamb 
shoulder that was to be forced to yield 
all the services it could yield through 
enhancing its flavor, and through a 
utilization of its least morsel. This 
piece of meat might hav® been boned, 
and tied up in a ball. For a supremely 
nice first service that sort of treatment 
is necessary. The raw bones can then 
be simmered for broth, and any fat 
trimmed off utilized as is convenient. 


Roast Lamb. 


With the bone in a piece of roast 
lamb shoulder the problem of carving 
is no small one, sut that is another 
story. With the bone it does give a 
good slightly rounded tableland on 
which to spread a mat of seasoning in 
the shape of chopped'onion, swept pep- 
per, and celery stewed in butter. With 
this seasoning one may use also the 
fat from two slices of bacon in squares. 


ene 


The seasoning mixture must be pro- | 


tected by basting with the fats from 
the lamb with those fron: the seasoning 


mixture. A mixture of different fats 


has excellent seasoning power. 

Set the meat on a little wire stand 
or grillin the roasting pan. A medium 
oven after the hot oven of the start and 
extra time allowed for the bone to heat 
through must be allowed. In cooking 
meat rare the bone is a great help, you 
know. Baste about four times and 
cook about two hours with a slowing 
oven. 

Lamb in Gravy. 

The roast described was served for 
Saturday evening dinner. For Sun- 
day evening supper some of the fat 
in the pan and the browned part went 
into a well cooked gravy or sauce, in 
which slices of cold roast lamb were 
just heated through and served with 
bakéd potato. A curry sauce might 
easily have been made of this and the 
whole served with rice. A quick way 
to heat the meat before it is added to 
the gravy is to sauté it a bit in a 
little butter. If the lamb has been 
roasted without seasoning vegetables, 
this method offers a good opportunity 
to use seasonings like pepper, mus- 
tard, etc. But it almost seems a pity 
to use wonderfully seasoned cold roast 
lamb in any other way than plain 
sliced. If the gravy to which it is 
added is not a delicate one, all the 
gain from superior flavorings is lost. 


For Monday’s luncheon a cup of 
cold meat chopped rather coarsely 
was heated up on a Creole mixture of 
chopped onion, sweet green pepper, 
and tomato gently stewed in some of 
the dripping. ‘the remnant would 
have yielded two cups of meat bits. 


Broth Stock from Roast Bones. 

To the once cooked bones of the 
three pound piece of lamb shoulder 
was added a quart of cold water and 
the whole cooked gently for three 
hours. Some dried celery leaves or 
something similar is absolutely needed 


_in getting a meat stock from any such 


source as this, since without such sea- 
soning there is given off an insipid 
odor that makes the cooking hateful. 
Only a bit of the liquid cooked away, 
and when it was quickly cooled, as all 
meat stocks should be, it had quite a 
heavy cover of useful and savory fat— 
think of all the ways it had been sea- 
soned! 


Vegetable Soup. 


The amount of meat stock secured 
from these bones might have been 
utilized in a number of ways, but the 
soup for Tuesday’s dinner was one of 
vegetable so seasoned with tomato that 
only the expert could have -guessed 
that some lamb fat and lamb bones 
stock formed its basis. 


Washerwoman’s Stew. 


And now a new character comes on 
the scene, and is invited to use up one 
cup of the stock and a half cup or 
more of twice cooked lamh She added 
to this supply two small onions peeled 
and quartered and two potatoes and a 
bit of pepper, and, behold, she had an 
exceedingly palatable stew, consider- 
ing the frayed out materials forming 
its base. ; 

An Exaggerated Case. 

This was purposely made a some- 
what exaggerated experiment. 
might be compared favorably to the 
too often unwelcome repetitions of the 
Thanksgiving turky. But even: tur- 
key can be so thoroughly disguised, in 
yielding a number of dishes, as to 
make the old jokes about it seem ex- 
-seedingly stale and senseless. 

Practicing with a small piece of meat 
in this way is a good training for the 
more exacting task of utilizing to the 
last crumb the more expensive sorts. 
It is a thrifty thing and more to make 
a piece of meat do valiant service. 
From one pound of lamb stew meat, 
cooked with a generous supply of vege-

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Chicken Extensions. 


Chicken, more than any other meat, 
lends itself to various sorts of exten- 
sions. For a number of services it 
may be mixed with half pork, which 
has been botied with celery, carrot, 
and onion seasonings—the cooking 
must be exceeaingly nice. The most 
needed thing to help in making chicken 
go far is good chicken stock or gravy. 
If’ jellied chicken is desired or the 
smoothest gravies, the skinned and 
slowly cooked chicke. feet give the 
best results. The neck, pinions, giz- 
zard, and heart may be cooked with 
the chicken feet. Always use some cel- 
ery leaves—best dried—for seasoning. 
The bony frame of a roast chicken, 
quite cleaned of meat, if slowly cooked 
will give a stock for making gravies 
and to use in cooking vegetables, but it 
does not compare with that made with 
the chicken feet for fine services. 


Chicken a la King. 


It would seem that recipes for 
chicken a la king can never be nrinted 
too often, such is the demand. A small 
recipe which may be doubled or multi- 
plied to suit is this: One-half breast of 
chicken shredded, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one-half small. onion, one-half 
sweet green pepper, one tablespoon 
flour, one-half cup chicken stock, one 
small pimento, one egg yolk, one-half 
cup of cream. 


Cut the onion and green pepper in as 
thin slices as possible. (You may add a 
clove of garlic sliced as thin as pos- 
sible to improve the whole without its 
being recognized.) Stew these vege- 
tables in one tablespoon of butter or 
chicken fat may be used. Cook 80 
gently that the onion will be cooked 
soft without being the least darkened. 
If these are stirred and steamed in the 
butter the pepper will be a bright green 
after it is soft. Or if cooked in a fry- 
ing pan closely covered over the least 
of fires these foundation seasonings 
ought to be in perfect condition. 


When they have cooked soft add the 
flour and blend it with the fat, then 
the chicken stock. Stir and cook until 
it thickens. Add the shredded chicken 
and pimento, cut in small slivers, and 
heat up thoroughly, adding salt to 
taste. Slightly beat the egg and then 
this and the cream together. Add this 
to the rest and bring just to the boil- 
This makes enough for 
three or four people or large portions 
for two, and may be served from a 
chafing dish. 


To perfect the seasoning the meat 
may be marinated in a French dress- 
ing for an hour. To make a marinade 
for this amount of.chicken rub a plate 
with the cut end of a clove of garlic, 
put in one-fourth teaspoon of salt, a 
shake of paprika, a teaspoon of vine- 
gar, three teaspoons of oil. Beat this 
until creamy and mix with the chicken 
thoroughly. @n the end drain off. 


Variations of Chicken a la King. 


No two people make chicken a la 
king in the same way. The general 
definition of the dish is that it is cold 
chicken cut up in nice slivers and 
served in highly seasoned cream sauce. 
Red sweet pepper or pimento is what 
gives the dish a charming look, al- 
though it does season as well, and some 
people always use a mushroom or two 
sliced thin to improve both the flavor 
and the looks. It is distinctly a dish to 
make careful preparation for in mak-

house is the kitchen, which opens on 
to the service side entry, and at the 
same time is within convenient reach 
of the front door—important points in 
the servantless household. A broom 
closet, pantry, shelves, and refrigera- 
tor closet (which is away from the 
heat of the kitchen range, but handily 
reached from the kitchen, and from 
the side entry for icing) complete the 
housekeeping department. 

At the foot of the stairs, leading to 
the upper floor, there is a coat closet. 
Upstaimgs are two bedrooms, a bath- 
room, clothes closets, and a linen clos- 
et. One of the clothes closets is 5x8 
feet, and has its own window, which, 
sad to say, most bedroom closets lack. 

All woodwork on the second floor is 
given three coats of ivory enamel, 
except doors and window stools, which 
are stained dark mahogany. Floors 
are waxed oak, except the bathroom, 
which is of tile with a pale blue pat- 
tern, set against a white ground. The 
bathroom wainscoat is plastered and 
marked off into 6x6 inch square tile. 
The wall above is painted to prevent 
discoloration from water vapor. 

In the basement the housekeeper 


will undoubtedly want to change the. 


location of the partitions shown on 
these plans in order to have a larger 
laundry. This can be best accom- 
plished Ly omitting the longitudinal 


'ecenter partition which separates the 


laundry from the furnace room, und 
instead placing another, as an exten- 
sion of the present cross partition, 
at the foot of the stairs. Such an ar- 
rangement will provide four windows 
for the laundry. Here, in the base 
ment, the modern interior requires 
materials more firegafe than those 
of earlier days. This has led the 
architect to specify that the ceiling 
over the heater and coal rooms shall 
be protected with plaster on metal 
lath, nailed directly to the joists. 
Plans for this house were drawn by 
Architect O. Wiard of New York City.

This one is about five 
inches deep, flaring out so it measures 
around the bottom, ab*out twenty-four 
inches. For this one yard and a half 
of eight inch wide ribbon will be re- 
quired. Cut the ribbon in three equa! 
lengths, and lap the edges just enough 
to sew together. Use silk thread and 
take a small running stitch, taking care 
not to pull the silk tight enough to 
draw. Sew over each seam a narrow 
gilt braid, and then turn to the wrong 
side and press carefully. 

Overhand in small stitches across 
both ends to prevent raveling, and turn 
in across one end three-quarters of an 
inch—making just one turning, and 
make a casing for narrow ribbon by 
taking fine running stitches one-quar- 
ter inch up from overcasted edge. This 
will give a half inch casing and the 
overcasted edge will not ravel. The 
usual two turnings hemmed down 
would be rather bulky. 

At the opposite end turn the ribbon 
in about one inch—making just one 
turning here also. Then make five 
even plaits—the drawing will show 
you how—and fasten in the center 50 
the plaits stand out. Where the plaits 
are fastened together in the center is 
the*point to which the tassel, ball, or 
other ornament, matching the braid, 
is sewed. Then the shade is slipped 
on over the giass and tied close around

the top, and the fullness there evenly 
adjusted. Three widths of eight inch 
ribbon fit easily over the flaring edge 
of the shade and the effect is pleas- 
ing. Such a shade, would ‘ook well ip 
a sun parlor or any place where @ 
single bulb light depends from a ceiling. 

Another easily made shade for a 
light hanging from a chain down in 
front of a dresser in a bedroom, for 
instance, is made from a square of 
silk. For a shade measuring five 
inches deep a square piece of silk 
measuring fifteen inches each way 
will be required. Say you choose some 
lovely figured silk showing several col- 
ors. This should be lined with yellow 
or some plain color that will reflect 
the light well Cut the lining and 
outside alike, and sew around the four 
sides in a narrow seam. In the exact 


center of the silk cut a small circle, 
say three inches in diameter. Then 
turn the pieces right side out and 
after basting carefully around the 
edge, so that the seam is where it be- 
longs, press it well. ; 

Sew a quarter or half inch wide gilt 
raid around the edge, and buy eight 
small balls, matching the braid, gilt 
or silver, as the case may be—and sew 
one to each corner and one in between 
each of the corners. 

Clip around the center, cutting in the 
middle, and turn both edges in and 
overhand together. Finish with the 
braid that was used on the lower edge. 
and through this run the narrowest 
bebe ribbon. 

The bulb and shade will have to be 
removed, and then the silk shade put 
on, the ribbon pulled up and tied tight.

It is not easy to explain how our 
well meaning young men of the press 
have the power to kill one play by 
blasting it with their disapproval, and 
yet have not enough power to save 
another that they are good enough to 
praise. But so, they say, it often 
happens. 

We have, for instance, the spectacle 
of George Cohan grown red of neck 
declaring that unfavorable reviews in- 
variably cost him thousand# of dollars 
before he can offset them with adver- 
tising, and that he was thus forced to 
spend $50,000 to save “The Tavern” 
and half of that to save “So This Is 
London.”’ 

And we also have the producers of 
“The Faithful Heart” complaining 
that although the same reviewers 
were kind to their play the public has 
so far refused to respond. It is a sorry 
and a curious busines. “ Loyalties,”’ 
politely but not enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the press, is working its way 
into a success, while “ The Torch Bear- 
ers,” which was a reviewer's delight, 
is struggling to maintain a foothold. 
And so it goes. The successful plays 
owe their support to the nosing public's 
keen scent for a hit. But the failures 
are all due to the writing idjits’ failure 
properly to boost them.

STORIES IN ROCKS. 
By S. F. Maxwell. 


ODERN times, or the Helocene 

period in geology, is an era of 

revolution. The prust of North 

America is writhing. The 
Movement is too slow for any human 
eye to detect. You might indeed walk 
for miles @cross a region of violent up- 
beaval, and never realize the drama ot © 
the rocks that is going on about you. 
There are certain marks, however, 
which a geologist seeks and by whose 
aid he interprets what the rocks are 
doing. 

Rocky edges sticking out of the soil 
indicate a land that is rising. Same- 
where beneath the surface of the 
ground there is a thrust, which pushes 
the strata upward faster than the ele- 
ments can wear them down. 

There are regions in this country 
that have not moved since the world 
began. The lands about Hudson bay, 
with patches in northern Wisconsin 


and New York, belong to Archezoic 
times. They formed the floor of the 
earth when the world was young, when 
boiling rains dashed themselves to 
vapor upon sizzling rocks. 

Our central states have been sub- 
merged many times. The strata here 
are flat, just as they were laid down, 
with Cambrian rocks on the bottom 
and carboniferous ones near the top. 


oe 
The Appalachian ridges are extreme- 
ly old. Bome of the newer rocks on 


them are carboniferous. -These moun- 
tains have been slowly rising since the 
age of coal, just barely keeping pace 
with the grind of erosion. On their’ 
eastern faces the oldest and the new- 
est rocks lie near together. At Great 
Falls, a few miles above the city of 
Washington, hard, gnaried layers of 
Archezoic rock project, while along the 
eastern shore of Maryland are quater- 
nary stones, laid down in the yesterday 
_and even today of geology. 


Geological revolutions occur period- 
ically. There is some force in the fun- 
damental dynamics of celestial globe’ 
which causes periodical eruptions. The 
sun has spots, Jupiter and Saturn have 
cycles of storms that affect their inner- 
most natures. The sun's main spot 
cycle is eleven years long. That globe 
is about as dense as tar. The earth is 
as dense as steel. Its substance is un- 
yielding, and its mass is slight, so that

When a time of revolution comes, the 
mountains fold into huge wrinkles 
along each continent's edge, beginning 
toward the middle and proceeding sea- 


During most of the age of mammals 
the Rocky mountains were low roiling 
hills. As the last revolution  pro- 
greased, they pushed up faster than 
they could be worn down. The Sierra 
Nevadas followed, elevating what had 
been a gulf into a high inclosed basin, 
now occypied for the most part by the 
states of Nevada and Utah. The Cas- 
cade range was the last to rise. It is 
still rising.

Ancient rc rocks have been laid bare 


along our western mountains. The high 
crests of the Rockies are made of 
rocks of the Archean family, pushed 
high into the air, and stripped of all 
strata above.

were occasional contributors of essays to the “ Spectator ""—into a — 
engaging breakfast table companion. 

That is so much better, so much more interesting, than turning this de- 
lightful book into a task for your “cultural improvement” that the applier 
of the idea in question has often thought it was worth communicating. 

Old Dr. Holmes was born in 1809. 

Old Dr. Johnson was born in 1709. 

Of Samuel Johnson there was’written—as everybody, whether he has 
read it or not, has been bludgeoned into conceding—the most entertaining, the 
most copious, and, probably, the most truthful biography that ever was writ- 
ten about any man that ever lived; nothing, most readers agree, remotely as 
good until Froude gave the world his biography of Carlyle, for which the 
world gave him as long as he lived almost naught but bitter words, though 
it hung over the book. 

As to the greatest biography that ever was written, Oliver Wendel] Holmes 


began early in his life to read James Boswell’s book by a curious system. 
“We—Johnson and I,” he said, “‘ were. born just a century apart. I will 
follow, each year of my life, the events of his life as recorded by Boswell for 
the corresponding year, in order that I may learn, with an interest quickened 
by sympathy, what Johnson was about in that year of fils age to which I 
myself shall then have come.” 

The doctor continued that method of reading Boswell until he was séventy- 
five years old. Then he had to stop because in that same year of his life 
the grand old autocrat of eighteenth century England stopped, nevermore to 
rail, nevermore to do good deeds, nevermore to hold the table spellbound with 
the best talk that ever graced the social hour. 

So I took a leaf out of our nineteenth century autocrat’s book, and thrice 

ee the last thirty years when a March 1 came round I took down my fat 
volume of the “ Spectator,” placed it within arm’s reach of the breakfast table 
and for the 554 mornings following—Sundays excepted, for there was no “ Spec- 
tator” published on Sunday—had for my morning mea] some six to eight 
minutes of as ingratiating and instructive companionship as I think any book 
that I ever read can give a man not unsociable by nature, I trust, but having 
no special craving for human attritions at the breakfast hour. Who of us has? 

I must not pretend, if, indeed, there were anything to pretend to. Not on 
all of those 555 mornings in the course of the three readings was I faithful 
to the quiet, happy, truthful, sapient page before me. Sometimes the mood 
was absent, and sometimes, truth to téll, an occasional paper once read could 
thereafter conscientiously be skipped, for not all of them are up to the stand- 
ard of the best and the better ones. But on the whole I was pretty faithful, 
for even when a paper dealt with matters quite out-dated now—though there 
are not.many such—the charm of a distinguished style was there, the touch 
of lace, the fragrance of lavender, the elegance of a coterie certainly the’ most 
elegant that ever busied itself with English prose. A peculiar charm of the 
method I had adapted from Dr. Holmes was its flexibility. If I did not wish 
to read the “ Spectator” for a given weekday of the eighteenth century that 
corresponded with my weekday in the nineteenth or twentieth, I did not have 
to, for it wks no continued tale of the past that lay before me, but a series 
of detached papers on a multitude of subjects. So I was pretty faithful, and 
think it not unlikely that two or three years hence there will me some 
March 1 when again the old brown volume—but it must go to the binder’s 
first—will be lying within arm's reach of the breakfast table and I shall open 
the book to

—and shall read once more on the page that carries that date the pleasant, 
courtly words that I know quite by heart: 

Thus I live in the world rather as a Spectator of mankind than as one of the 
species, by which means I have made myself a speculative statesman, soldier, mer- 
chant. and artisan, without ever meddling with any practical part in life. I am 
very well versed in the theory of a husband, or a father, and can discern the errors 
in the economy, business, and diversions of others better than those who are en- 


gaged in them; as standers-by discover blots which are apt to escape those who 
are in the game, 


The charm of my modest scheme lay in the intimacy. of it. There was a 
kind of magic in the date lines of 1711 and 1712 when’ one matched them, 
morning after morning, with the date lines of the present, they automatically 
created a fellowship between the reader and the past that soon grew into inti- 
macy and finally into affectionate curiosity. I suppose I got the most fun out 
of my method in the years 1911 and '12, which brought the bi-centenary of the

“Spectator,” and I would find myself wondering as I opened the volume what 
great-great-grandfather—whoever he was—had been prompted to ponder upon 
or worry about or chuckle over by his “‘ Spectator” just two centuries before. 
Such creatures of dates and recurrences are we! and not unprofitably, I think. 
Obviously the value of anniversaries, whether they be the sweet, intimate ones 
of the household or the spacious, rubricated ones of history and of letters, is 
that they stimulate the imagination. And so I came to think that I knew the 
social feel and savor of the twelve years of the reign of Queen Anne better than 
I knew such like aspects of the eight years of the. administration of President 
Grant. The knowledge was worth while, for those twelve years were an im- 
portant and resplendent period. Europe was being reshaped and great litera 
ture being written—Dryden and Defoe and Swift and Pope and Congreve 
Addison and Steele, to name only the outstanding men of that august tim 
and so that literature was fraught with much instruction and much entertain- 
ment. 

Besides, for a writing man—and we are all writing men in the sense that 
there come times in everybody’s life when it is highly important that he ex- 
press himself clearly and forcibly on paper—for a writing man, I say, reading 
the “ Spectator” was like going to school, a school taught by masters at. once 
most suave and most exacting. 

Is not the best style for a public man whose aim is honestly to persuade 
the thinking part of his countrymen to honest measyres the style of Franklin? 
Certainly there never was in our annals one mpre e tive. 

That style was founded on the “ Spectator.” 

Early in his “ Autobiography” Franklin makes acknowledgment of the 
service the book did him. He does it with detail so abundant that he sets an 
example easy for any intelligent boy to follow. He is writing of the time when 
he was between 12 and 15 years of age: . 

About this time I met with an odd volume of the “ Spectator.” It was the third. 
I had never before seen any of them. I bought it, read it over and over, and was 
much delighted with it. I thought the writing excellent, and wished, if possible, to 
imitate it. With this view I took some of the papers and, making short hints of 
the sentiments in each sentence, laid them by a few days, and then, without look- 
ing at the book, tried to complete the papers again, by expressing each hinted 
sentiment at length, and as fully as it had been expressed before, in any suitable 
that should come to hand. Then Lcompared my “ Spectator” with the orig- 

inal, discovered some of my faults, and corrected them. 

Nor was this all. The boy found that he “ wanted a stock of words, or a 
readiness in recollecting and using them.” So he resumed a former practice 
of making verses, because he was confident that the continual need for words 
of the same meaning but of different lengths, to suit the measure, or of differ- 
ent sound for the rhyme, would compel him to acquire a copious vocabulary. 

With him to think a thing out was to do it. He turned some of the “ Specta- 
tor” papers into verse, and after a while when, as he says, “I had pretty well 
forgotten the prose, turned them back again.”" Then: 

By comparing my work afterwards with the original, I discovered faults 
and amended them; but I sometimes had the pleasure of fancying that, in certain 

rticulars of small import, | had been lucky enough to improve the method or the 
anguage, and this encouraged me to think I might possibly in time come.to be a 
tolerable English writer, of which I was extremely ambitious. 

Thus was formed a.style which the scholar delights in and envies and 
which the untutored understand and enjoy. Hardly any style is less like the 
style of the “ Spectator,”’ which is leisurely, courtly, and graceful, while Frank- 
lin’s is pithy, direct, and homely, but in the qualities of clearness, correctness, 
and that sedate charm which makes for readableness, it is an authentic style 
and as truly literature as Addison's is. 

Thus by nearly sixty years did the boy Franklin anticipate in practice the 
dictum with which Dr. Johnson closes that masterpiece of brief biography, his 
life of Addison, He was 70 years old when he wrote it. From boyhood he had 
spent his life among good books and in his “ Lives of the English Poets” he 
bad written one of the best of books. His dictum on Addison's style has there- 
fore come down to writing men for nearly a century and a half with the weight 
ofacommand. It has been often quoted; it cannot be too often heeded: 

What he attempted, he performed;

tributor to the “ Spectator,” could write about anything from Milton to hens. 
They could write about anything from Milton to hens with distinction. In say- 
ing such a thing the lover of the “ Spectator "’ speaks not in far fetched antith- 
ises but by flumbers and dates.

LIGHTNING ROD PROTECTION. 


IGHTNING always seeks the pa 

of least resistance between ¢t 

clouds and the ground. When a 

spark of electricity Jumps, it in 
variably selects the easiest path for 
iteelf, turning and twisting In a zig 
Zag course between the molecules of 
air, if need be, to follow it. 

A tree, a chimney, a tall stack or 
a steeple offers an easier path to thr 
ground than air alone. For this rea 
gon tall objects, and particularly iso 
lated ones, are frequently struck by 
lightning. 

An aerial] protects a house. “But 
how can it,” you ask, “ when it sticks 
up above the roof, seemingly to invite 
a bolt to leap to it. 

Whether electricity will spark or not 
depends upon the difference of elec 
trical potential between two nearby 
pointa. Every fog bank. every mist, 
and every cloud contain large quan- 
tities of electricity. Storm clouds dis- 
charge them as lightning while fogs, 
and mists do not because the former is 
insulated by thick layers of air and 
80 accumulates a high potential while 
the latter is noi so well insulated, 
and have their potentials so lowered 
that no flashes can leap. , 

Aerials verve to neutralize the po 
tentia) or voltage of electricity in the 
clouds immediately above. It is a well 
known fact that electricity always 
leaks off sharp pointa. One side of the 
aefia) circuit is deeply grounded. and 
the other always contains a few sharp 
ends. As a highly charged cloud 
moves along an induced charge follows 
it in the ground beneath. The two 
are always struggling at the air be- 
tween to snap together But as the 

cloud goes over the house part of 
the induced charge flows up the wire 
and ‘is eased off the sharp ends. This 
reduces the voltage over the house
